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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Reasons for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest an optical fiber 
comprising a core region having a first refractive index with a UV photosensitivity; 
an inner cladding region surrounding the core region and having a second 
refractive index lower than the first refractive index with a UV photosensitivity; and an 
outer cladding region surrounding the inner cladding region and having a third 
refractive index lower than the first refractive index; wherein the UV photosensitivitv in 
the inner cladding region has a deviation of ±10% or less as recited in claim 1 . 

The examiner agrees with applicants' arguments on pages 2-4 in the remarks 
accompanying the amendment of August 21 , 2003, and fully concurs that the Dong et 
al. reference does not disclose or suggest the deviation of UV photosensitivity over both 
of the core and the inner cladding regions is ± 10 % or less or ± 5 % or less (in contrast, 
Dong et al. only disclose the photosensitive region of the inner cladding has a higher 
photosensitivitv than that of the core). 
Claims 1-5 are therefore allowed.
